The interview Summary Form shall t>e given an ^propriate paper number, placed In the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents* list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register card^ n^ not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal intennew, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applk»nt (or attorney or agent) at the concluston of the intenriew. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy Is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next offteial communicatkm. If additional corresporxlence from the examiner Is not likely t>efore ^ allowartpe or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be ntailed promptly after the telephonic Interview rather than with the next official communlcatk>n.

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place at the Intenriew should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an Inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentabtiity, it shouki be pointed out In the next Office letter. If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record Is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the Indk^tion "Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along wtth the date ert6 
the examiner's initials. 
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
